growth ami easy assimilation. 

This is a matter for serious 
consideration, as so much sick- 
ness is the direct cause by im- 
proper feeding which wise judg- 
ment would have averted. I in- 
cline to the opinion that the ma- 
jority of them, beginners espe- 
cially, feed altogether too much 
soft food, which proves disas- 
trous, so instead of being taken 
into the system to be assimilated 
to secure a perfect growth so es- 
sential to the welfare of the 
chicks, much of it is ejected like 
so much water, and if nothing 
done to arrest it the chicks will 
always be diminutive in size and 
finally die. Then the feeder 
wonders what the ailment is. 

Opinions differ as to the best 
of the two methods, the dry or 
wet. I tested both and the su- 
periority of the dry so manifest- 
ed itself that I claim it to be the 
better of tbe two. There were 
tlo bowei disturbances noticeable 
attending the feeding of soft 
foods. After weaning my chicks 
at six weeks old their till of fare 
consisted of pinhead oatmeal, 
cracked corn and wheat, and an 
occasional feedofbread andcrack 
er crumbs soaked in milk and 
squeezed out dry, Lean meat 
cut up fine is led twice per week 
as. I do not think the chicks find 
enough insects in the clover 
patch, which is only a small one. 

At laying matury— 1 feed the 
same as others do, only not so 
much mash not oftencr than three 
times a week. By feeding chicks 
or adult fowls too much soft stuff 
re are transgressing nature's 
iws and we must mock at an- 
ient tradition and adopt prog- 
ressive ideas in the feed line.
